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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is argued that none of the references teaches 
using a ceramic conveyance tray having a porosity of not less than 10% during microwave drying. This argument is not convincing 
because it appears not be relevant. The rejection makes no assertion that any reference has this specific teaching. The rejection is 
based on obviousness. The rejection sets forth why the limitations would have been obvious. Applicant has not pointed out any error in 
the rejection - nor has applicant made of showing of non-obviousness. One cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).. 
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
